M i l w a u k e e , W is ., May 4 .— Milwaukee 
has a big and perhaps very serious strike 


o n its h a n d s . 
It is a street car trouble 
that h a s tied up the city. 
Only half a dozen street cars were run­ 
ning in the whole city this morning when 
business began. 
The strike began at 4 o’clock this morn­ 
ing when the motormen and drivers and 
conductors all left their work and none 
of the rest reported for the day. 


Between 900 and 1000 men are involved, 
and these have^been organized into com­ 
panies which are stationed at the car 
houses and power houses. The captain of 
each company is in constant communica­ 
tion with the strikers’ headquarters. 
At 9 o’clock the employes of the power 
houses held a meeting and voted not to 
join the strike, thus depriving the strikers 
of hoped-for support in crippling the ear 
companies. 
A large force of police has been detailed 
to guard the power house, the barns and 
tracks. The strike has an ugly appear­ 
ance and trouble is imminent. 


HOW HE WAS MURDERED. 


The Shah of Persia Was the Victim 


o! a i A* archist Whom He had 


Uraated Too Kindly.

T e ü e r a n , P e r s ia , May 4 .— The facts 
are out about his assassin and the conspi­ 
racy against the late Shah. It has been 
definitely ascertained that the assassin of 
the late Shah of Persia is Mollah Reza, a 
follower of the well-known agitator Jem 
Aleddin, who was exiled iu 1891 aft?r be­ 
ing convicted of high treason. Later Reza 
was also imprisoned for treason but was 
subsequently liberated. 
After his release from prison Reza con­ 
tinued his attacks on the government and 
was again imprisoned, again released and 
was actually granted a pension by the Shah 
Despite this clemency lteza did not stop 
agitation and when warned again that he 
was to be imprisoned, he suddenly left 
the city. 
Reza was next heard of in Constantino­ 
ple and instructions were telegraphed to 
that city to watch the agitator closely. 
Two months ago, after having corres­ 
ponded with Jim Aleddin, Reza quietly 
left Constantinople and nothing further 
was heard of nim. Recently, however, 
his presence here has been known to the 
police, who are blamed for not having ar­ 
rested him. 
Their excuse is that the late Shah’s 
clemency was exercised with a belief 
founded on the reports of physicians that 
Reza’s mind was unsound and if taken in 
custody would immediately be released 
on the Shah’s orders. 
Since his arrest 
R eza has been closely questioned by the 
authorities. 
He first professed that he 
acted entirely of his own accord and in 


t i e interest of the people whom, he 
claimed, were justly entitled to reforms 
that had been refused. 
Later, however, Reza has confessed 
that the assassination of the Shah was 
^he outcome of a long-planned conspiracy 
Jmd he was chosen to do the deed. He 
¿aid he had succeeded in approaching the 
Shah many times under various disguises 
but not until Friday in the Mosque of 
Shah Abdul Opim could he get near 
enough to fire the fatal shot. 


TRAIN WRECKERS’ TRIAL. 


Tilings Are Looking’ Bad for Young

was done for the purpose of robbiug the 
dead passengers.

Francis Baxter, inspector attached to 
the state railroad committee* swore that 
he heard Hildreth say he had given Bris­ 
tol $5 with which to buy revolvers in 
l tica.

Plato objected to Wilkes 
being in the deal. 
Marie Rovgeot, the grand jury stenogra­ 
pher, testified to being in the police station 
and taking a complete confession of Hil­ 
dreth's. 
She could not give the exact 
wording without referring to her notes 
which she was instructed to do under the 
objection of Attorney Sayles. The minutes 
show Hildreth made a confession of his 
own free will without promise of immu­ 
nity.

C a n a a n , Conn., May 4.—Edwin Plant 
of Clayton, Mass., three miles from here, 
shot and instantly killed his wife, Ada, at 
10 o’clock this morning. Then he fired a 
bullet into the breast of his two-weeks-old 
child killing it. Plant then fled and is 
now in* a swamp on Karkapot River sur­ 
rounded by a posses. He refuses to sur­ 
render and is keeping the crowd at bay. 
Shortly after 10 o’clock a neighbor was 
attacted by a revolver shot at Plant’s 
house followed by a scream then another 
shot. In a second Plant ran from the 
house. The neighbor hastened to the 
house, and found on the floor, in a pool of 
blood, Mrs. Plant with a bullet in her 
forehead. A few feet away was the body 
of her infant. 
Through a hole in the 
child’s dress blood oozed out. 
The authorities were notified, a posse 


w a s formed and Plant tracked into a 
swamp near the Karpaput river. He was 
at la s t f o n n d in the l o n g g r a s s a n d o r d e r ­ 


e d to surrender. He refused and threat­ 


e n e d t o fir e o n t h e fir s t m a n w h o a d v a n c e d . 
The officers notified the rest of the 
posse and the work of closing in began. 
, The circle narrowed until only fifty 
feet in diameter when Plant cried “The 
first man who advances another step will 
be shot.” By this time the crowd was 
wild with rage and threats of lynching 
were heard. The deputy sheriff offered 
Plant protection if he would surrender. 
He shouted that he would rather die than 
surrender. The wildest excitement pre­ 
vails, and the crowd in the swamp is in­ 
creasing. It is supposed the crime was 
committed in the course of a domestic 
quarrel. 
[l a t e r .] 


C a n a a n , Conn., 2 o’clock.—The crowd 
about Plant had swelled to the propor­ 
tions of a mob shortly after noon.. The 
posse was re-enforced from surrounding 
towns and a reorganization of the posse 
effected. Led by Deputy Sheriff Cropper, 
Constables Norton and Dudler of Ashley 
Falls, Mass., and Deputy Shoriff Vandusen 
and Constable Drake of Canaan, Plant was 
ordered to give himself up, but his only 
reply was a pistol shot. 


Then began a fusilade. Plant concealed 
himself in the tall grass, lying prostrate 
in the midst of logs which afforded pro­ 
tection from flying bullets. For fifteen 
miutes the shooting continued, then Plant, 
with but one bullet left and realizing the 
posse was determined to capture 
him, 
placed the revolver at his head, pulled 
the trigger and fell back dead. 


On the 16th of last April Plant and his 
wile were married. On the day of their 
marriage a child was born and the infant 
caused Plant no little anger. It is sup­ 
posed in a fit of anger the man murdered 
his wife and child. The relations of the 
family were very unhappy and ended in 
murder.

On rl hursday of last week Lawyer S. P. 
Thayer made a motion before Special 
Justice Woodhead that he order the 
rqturn of the books containing the records 
of sales and the prescription books taken 
from Wallace Kearn’s drug store at the 
time of the liquor seizure make April 26. 
The court gave as a dicision this morn­ 
ing that the motion be denied.

Mr. Thayer notified the court this morn­ 
ing of his intention to file a motion asking 
ing that the date be changed in the com­ 
plaints now pending against Mr. Kearn 
and Mr. Lanoue.

Mr. Thayer claimed that it was under­ 
stood and consented to by the court and 
all parties interested that when the de- 
lendants paid fines March 23 and two 
charges were filed away, that the acts of 
the past should not be again considered 
but whatever has been done ilegally by 
them after March 23 should be dealt with 
according to law. 
Mr. Couch did not 
agree with Mr. Thayer regarding either 
the legality of such a process being insti­ 
tuted or the alleged agreement having 
been made, otherwise than to settle the 
amount of the fines and the present dis­ 
position of the remaining charges.

A terrible accident, which is the cause 
of much sorrow throughout Berkshire but 
particularly in Adams and 
Cheshire 
occurred in the latter town Sunday night. 
Frank \\ elch, a well-known young man 
and brother of Thomas P. Welch, pro­ 
prietor of the Hoosac Valley hotel,lost his 
life while faithfully performing his duty 
as manager of the house which caught 
fire and was destroyed. 
Nobody knows how the fire started but 
several people are certain they saw Mr. 
Welch go into the building after it was 
burning and as nobody was iu the house 
the cause will never be known but it 
caught in the lower part of the building 
It was about 10.39 o’clock when it be­ 
came known that the hotel was on fire. 
The news spread quickly and in a short 
time there was a stream of water pouring 
on the building. 
Somebody saw Frank 
Welch enter the buiding but he was not 
seen to come out. 
Before the conflagration was fully ex­ 
tinguished men went in and in the office 
which is in the front of the building on 
the northern side they found the young 
man lying on the floor, face toward the 
door and life extinct. His face was badly 
burned, the skin hanging in shreds and 
his hands were nearly as bad, the left one 
being far the worse. The clothing, a neat 
suit of black w orsted, was saturated with 
water from the hose and was not burned 
at all. 
The body was taken outside and in a 
little while removed to the house of Dr. 
Kingsley and Patrick Shea started to 
Adams to notify the friends and an un­ 
dertaker. 
* 
Undertaker James R. Pickett and sev­ 
eral Adams people left Adams at mid­ 
night and arrived at the scene of the dis­ 
aster about 1 o’clock this morning. 
Mr. 
Pickett dressed the body and removed it 
to his place of business at Adams, having 
procured by telephone the permission of 
Medical Examinar O.J. Brown of North 
Adams. 
The medical examiner viewed the body 
about 7.30 o’clock this morning and gave 
as his opinion that Mr. Welch had died of 
suffocation. 
The face was easily recog­ 
nizable, the features being unbroken in 
any way but all the skin had been removed 
The eye-brows and eye-lashes were burned 
off but his hair was not even singed, due 
to the fact that lie wore a cap. 
Outside 
the burns on his face and hands, there 
was no other burn on the body except one 
about t he size of a silver dollar on the out­ 
side of the right leg, just above the knee. 
The most plausible theory is that when 
Mr. Welch learned that the building was 
on fire, he entered with the idea of saving 
some of the 
property—probably 
his 
brother’s books and papers which were in 
a roll-top desk in the room where he was 
found. 
He remained too long and was 
overcome by the dense smoke. 
The body is still in Undertaker Pickett’s 
building and will be removed to the home 
of Mr. Welch’s mother at Renfrew this 
evening. 
The hotel building, which is owned by 
J. B. Dean of Cheshire has been occupied 
by Thomas P. Welch for the past two 
years and this lease will expire Wednes­ 
day. 
The place hnd been engaged by 
Arthur Blush who was to take possession 
on that day and the deceased young man 
and Charles Loomis were left at the build­ 
ing meantime. The building is gutted but 
the frame stands intiuct. 
The damage to 
it is estimated at $2,500. 
Mr. Welch was born in Cheshire, April 
4, 1871, and wras therefore twenty-five 
years old. 
He was the youngest child of 
Patrick and Charlotte Welch. 
He lived 
in Adams from his earliest childhood. 
Some years ago he learned the cigar- 
making trade with Henry M. Fern, for 
w'hom he worked a long time. 
Over a 
year ago he resigned a place at his trade, 
in Albany and went to work for his brother 
at the hotel. 
Mr. Welch was a young 
man of exemplary character and his 


horrible death was a great shock to his 
many friends and his family which com­ 
prises his mother, Mrs. Charlotte Welch, 
two brothers, Thomas P. and Richard 
Welch; two sisters, Mrs. Julia Ford and 
Miss Nellie Welch all of Adams. 
The young man was a member of Divi­ 
sion 3, A. O. H., who will take charge 
of the funeral.

newspaper reporter. 
By earnest study 
and untiring devotion to his duties he won 
for himself, entirely on his own merits, a 
reputation which extended beyond the 
local field of his labor and study and 
secured for him the position of correspon­ 
dent for two or three of the most promi­ 
nent papers o f the state. 
W ithin three years from the time of his 
first attem pts at newspaper work he has 
become recognized as one oí the most 
able, original and reliable newspaper 
local correspondents th at W estern Massa­ 
chusetts has ever known, a record rarely 
equalled and certainly never surpased in 
this locality. And during this tim e he 
has made his occupation so lucrative as to 
enable him not only to be constantly pur­ 
suing studies th at should advance his 
career as a writer on broader lines than 
local correspondence alfords, but also to 
assist in making comfortable and happy 
the lives of a beloved m other and a fondly 
cherished sister, to both of whom he has 
shown a manly and touching devotion. 
1 f there was ever a laboring man he is 
one and is always likely to be one; like 
every man in this community w orthy of 
its active and progressive citizenship, w h o 
manfully proposes to use to the end ior 
his own good and the good of others the 
talent or the strength given h im . 
F o r in 
this community to a notable degree every 
man w orth anything to it is a la b o rin g 
m a n , w hether laboring with a spade o ra 
pen, with his hands or his brains or both; 
whether behind the plow or the counter, 
at the bench or at the desk. 
The young man in question has won his 
success w ithout losing any of Ids respect 
ior his former work or his regard and es­ 
teem for those in other departm ents of 
labor than th at in which he is now en 
gaged. He stands in this com m unity to­ 
day without a taint upon his character, a 
young mail who would be welcomed into 
any circles he would seek to enter, and 
the most heartily so perhaps, on account 
of his studious nature, into the most in­ 
tellectual circles of our community. lie 
has made many friends among his labor­ 
ing associates of recent years and if he 
has made enemies recently among other 
laboring men it has been because he has 
pointed out truthfully mistakes they have 
made; mistakes which business men of 
this community are convinced they have 
made w hether publicly saying so or not. 
The young man of whom this is w ritten 
is John M artin, the local correspondent of 
the Springfield Republican, formerly con­ 
nected with the T r a n s c r i p t where he 
was fitted for his present work. 
This 
mention of him is made for two reasons. 
First, because he was last week compli­ 
mented by receiving w hat was intended 
as a bitter attack from a scurrillous and 
unmentionable sheet which is an insult 
to the laboring men it claims to represent.

THE OLYMPIAN GAMES. 


fkey W ere T art anrl Parc* 1 of the Life of 
the Ancient Greek. 
These closing ten years of the nineteenth 
century may be called the period of in ter­ 
national games. 
Ifcthe Greek gym nastic 
festival of A pril, 1896, signified no more 
than a series of games offering the hospi­ 
tality of the country over which the glam ­ 
our of a glorious past lingers liko a rich 
sunset., it would be a notable event. 
B ut 
it is more than this, far more. 
The enter­ 
prise revives the m emory and spirit of an 
institution which shed a peculiar luster on 
the history of classio Greeco. 
It entered 
into the life of the ancient Greek to an ex­ 
tent which wo of today can scarcely real­ 
ize. 
It was associated w ith his reiigion, 
his civic pride, his ideals of a rt and his 
highest patriotism . 
This institution was 
the Olympic festival, celebratod every four 
years at Olympia, on the river Alpheus, 
near the borders of E lis and Pisa, and so 
kept up for mure than 1,000 years. 
There were oth«r national games of a 
sim ilar sort, such as tho Pythian, the No­ 
m ean and tho Isthm ian games, but the^e, 
though highly regarded, were of far less 
dignity and interest. 
When one speaks, 
then, of the Olym pic games, thoro arises 
in the m ind a picture of tlioso vast gath­ 
erings whore all Greece, though to the very 
tim e divided by oivil wars, remembered 
for a brief period th a t its borders bounded 
one people—a peoplo of on 
blood, one 
glory and one destiny. 
Tho hold of the 
Olympic festival on tho anoient Hellenic 
world Is seen in the fact th a t from 770 B. 
C. tim e was m easured by olympiads, or | 
the four year intervals between the games. 
The rem ote origin of this festival is hid- ' 
den in m yths, as is tho case w ith so m any Í 
custom s of tho classic ages. In general all I 
these legends ascribe the gam es to the 
dem igod Hercules as founder. 
Sufficient 
tim e had passed for the early form of this 
fostival to have gone into deoay before it 
was revived and had a historic beginning. 
This occurred under tho patronage of 
Iphitus, king of Elis, and Lyourgus, the 
celebrated lawgiver of tho Spartan com­ 
m onw ealth. I t is fixed a t or about 884 B. 
C. This revival soon lighted a living spark 
which fired Greek blood everywhere, and 
in less th an half a century the festival 
becamo national in character. 
Only contestants of pure H ellenic blood 
were allowed to enter their names. 
As 
tim e rollod on, and the Grooks (who were, 
you know, groat sailors and m erchants) 
pushed their m aritim e enterprises and es­ 
tablished colonies throughout the whole 
length and breadth of the M editerranean,

A PAINTER IN CONSTANTINOPLE. 


The Turkish Officials Wilk Not Allow 
S k etch in g at Present. 
F. KopkYnsou Sm ith contributes a pa­ 
per, “ A Personally Conducted A rrest In 
C onstantinople,” to Tho 
C entury. 
In 
this lie describes tho difficulty he encoun­ 
tered iu sketching in th a t city. 
He was 
watched by a special dragom an, but occa­ 
sionally m anaged to elude his vigilance. 
The paper is accompanied by a num ber of 
sketches of unfam iliar scenes in and about 
Constantinople. 
Mr. Sm ith says: 
Casimir, liltin g his hat from his glisten- 
ing head, said, w ith a bow of apology, 
th a t I could not p ain t—in C onstantinople, 
of course; th a t “ one udder Engloesh w ait, 
one, two, four woek, and t ’cn go ’way 
wit out perm it.

I Chairman, addressing a considerable crowd, 
declared tho city portion of tho im prove­ 
m ent open, and Mr. William Goodman, as 
the spokesm an of th e London county 
council, 
discharged a sim ilar task and 
handed over tho chargo of tho widened 
portion of Sandy’s row to the W hitechapel 
district board of works, tho local authority. 
Tno cost of the city portion has been 
~ 59,700, half of which is borne by the 
council, b u t the total outlay has still to bo 
determ ined, m uch of tho acquired land 
not yet having been sold. 
The street has 
a wood paved carriagew ay 23 feet iu width, 
w ith two 8 feet 6 inch footways of Y ork­ 
shire flags.—London Telegraph.

form erly thoro wero a hundred, ir is now a 
iv.ro occurrence to see ono, and tifia is oc­ 
casioned partly by all shooting fun seekers 
and m ostly by tho plum o hunters. ” 
ih o trouble of it is w ith tho plume.’.* 
th a t they m ust necessarily kill at, tho uicst 
harm ful tim e.

Tho Queerest W orm, 
The worm ologists and other ologists 
who are interested in n atu re’s odd kinks 
can tell you of hundreds of queer worms 
and bugs, but the m ost rem arkablo of the 
whole lot, perhaps, is the syllis. The syllis 
is a w orm like creature which inhabits the 
sponges which grow at the bottom of the 
M editerranean sea. 
It has a blunt head, 
a long body and m any segm ents or joints, 
ju st like any other worm. B ut this worm 
is “ odder” than the m ajority of worm s— 
in fact, ho is as m uch a plant as he is a 
worm. He doesn’t go through the various 
transform ations which are supposed to be 
incident to worm life, but buds like a 
species of vegetable or fruit, each bud be­ 
com ing a worm exactly like the parent. 
One of these budded worms presents the 
oddest appearance im aginable, but tho par­ 
ent worm, as if conscious of the fact th at 
it is likely to attract attention, m akes ov- 
ery effort w ithin its power to detach the 
buds. A t the proper tim o these efforts are 
successful, and the parent and tho young 
become separate creatures. 
B ut budding 
and blooming is not tho only way th at 
syllis has of reproducing its kind. 
If its 
locatidn a t the tim e of the breeding period 
is such th a t tho budding operation cannot 
bo properly carried out, syllis gets around 
the difficulty by laying eggs and hatching 
a new crop of worms, which certainly ap- I 
pears m ore proper than for tho creature to 
bloom out llko a johnny-jum p-up, a lily i 
or a rose. 
Syllis hfls never beon found outside of 
the M of! it erra n can, except ar a singlo place 
on the shores of tho Indian ocean.—St. 
Louis Republic. 


A PUZZLÍNG SUBJE'CT. 


Speed of Trains as Affwctod by the Revo­ 
lution of the E arth. 
It is as far from Buffalo to Now York as 
it js from Now York to Buffalo, yet, if we 
are to believe the reasoning of Mr. A lex­ 
ander Hogg. a correspondent of Tho R ail­ 
way Gazette, tho railw ay run can be made 
more easily in the form er direction because 
the speed of tho eastw ard m oving train 
being added to th at of tho ro tating earth 
tho reduction of w eight duo to centrifugal 
force is greater. 
We quote such portions 
of Mr. H ogg’s letter as do not involve 
difficult m athem atics: 
“ In 1891 tho Now York C entral and 
Hudson River railroad ran a train 430 
m iles in 425 m inutes and 42 seconds, or 
an average of G1JT m iles per hour. 
Tho 
w eight of tho train was 460,000 pounds. 
The sam e company on Sept. 11, 1895, 
m ade the rem arkablo run of the sam e 4301 i 
m iles in 407>*i m inutes. 
This 
average of 04.20 miles per hour. 
Iho New York Central, in startin g 
both tim es from New York city, unneces­ 
sarily retarded its own speed. 
From A l­ 
bany to Buffalo, duo west, the train en­ 
countered not only tho prevailing west 
^ ind, but the forco of tho e a rth ’s revolu­ 
tion eastw ard. 
“ Ow ing to the diurnal rotation of tho 
earth, boo ios a t tho equator press tow ard 
the earth w ith two hundred and eigkty- 
eigiit-two hundred and eighty-ninths of 
the pressure they would were tho earth 
deprived of its rotation. If, therefore, the 
rotation of tho earth could be accelerated 
until it took only onc-sovcnteenth of the 
present sidereal day to m ake a completo 
tu rn or revolution, the centrifugal tend­ 
ency would be increased (17) tw dfold_ 
th a t is, it would bo 289 tim es as groat as 
now, and bodies nt tho equator would have 
no pressure downward, or, as wo say, 
would woigh nothing. 
This rato of revo­ 
lution would not bo sufliciont to deprive 
bodies any where else of their entire weight. 
“ Now let us apply this to railroad 
trains. A train ru n n in g east, at. tho equa­ 
tor, would be lightened ns compared w ith 
tho w eight on a still earth. If ru n n in g due 
west, the result would be less. 
A nd the 
difference of w eight between the sam e 
tram , ru n ning east and w est w ith the 
some velocity, would bo a certain frac­ 
tion of its total absolute pressure. E xam ­ 
p le -T a k in g a train running, say 70 fnet 
per second, or nearly 48 m iles per hour, 
this fraction would not bo far from ono 
ono thousand six hundredth part; in ru n ­ 
ning 60 m iles per hour it would bo one 
ono thousand tw o hundred and eightieth 
part-, and if running 100 m iles por hour, or 
147 feet per second, it would lie tho nuo 
seven hundred and sixty-fifth part, nearly, 
and it would bo greater and greater as t he 
speed is increased, and still greater us both 
speed and w eight of tho train are in ­ 
creased. 
The train of tho Now York Cen­ 
tra l was 337 feet long and weighud 565,000 
pounds. 
“ This calculation, it w ill bo observed, 
ns said, w ill be tru e for tho equator. 
Tho 
New Y ork Central train ran from A lbany 
to Buffalo upon about the forty-secoud 
parallel of latitude and * * * tbereforo 
this calculation should bo corrected for 
this latitude and would be about seven- 
tenths as g reat.” 
O ther correspondents agreed jvith Mr. 
H ogg in principle, though not accepting 
all his m athem atics. Ono of them ends his 
letter w ith the following rather jocose sug­ 
gestion: 
“ It is well known th a t when tho moon 
is above us it draws m ovable objects away 
from the earth aud when it is on tho op- ¡ 
posite side of the earth it draw s tho earth 
away from movable objects hero, thereby 
oausing tho tides. It m ight bo well to sug­ 
gest to the New York Central officers that, 
as the tides travel from east to west, they ■ 
m ay perhaps offset the disadvantages u n ­ 
der Mr. H ogg’s theory by startin g when 
the position of t he moon is propitious and, ! 
as they would ‘keep in the tide’ while go­ 
ing west, they still m ay bo able to m ake ! 
fast tim e going west, even if the engineers, I 
or, indeed, the engines themselves, learn 
of disadvantages of centrifugal force when 
they are trying to m ake B uffalo.”
